The above sketch has been designed to aid you in installing your "Western Backdrop" using 
the decoration items provided. 


Also enclosed is a plain muslin backdrop for the center stage. Insert your 8 ft. lathe 
board into the muslin casing and nail that end to the ceiling of the stage behind the 
characters. Stretch the muslin taut and staple down to the floor of the stage. This 
backdrop will be used in the future for projections. 


This sketch details each character's Western Costume. 


MUNCH - Remove his "love beads" and flowers. Pin deputy badge onto his vest. 
JASPER - Re-dress him in his original overalls, shirt, and straw hat. 


CHUCK E. - Remove his gold bowler hat, glasses and red sequin bow-tie. Pin on the string bow-tie, 
sheriff's badge and large white cowboy hat. 


HELEN HENNY - Remove her headband and earrings. Pin the paper vest on over her rock shirt, making sure 
it covers the letters. Tuck the joined neck section into her front body. Attach white 
mini cowboy hat to her comb. 


PASQUALLY - Remove his beret, glasses goatee, and striped shirt. Re-dress him in his red checked shirt 
and apron. Pin the red felt hat to his head.
